Floyd Erickson is the present chair- 
man of the board and he is ably as- 
sisted by Milton Douglas as vice 
chairman, Dick Parrish as secre- 
tary and Leonard Dobrow as treas- 
urer. The terrfof Bill Plumer is 
expiring and his replacement will 


. be named py the Governor at an 


early date. 
Special recognition was given to 


membeis of the original hospital | 


board which made the first effort to, 
secure, such a facility in 1936. 
Members of the board at that time 
were: Arthur Wélls, S. J. Simmons, 
Jr., Dr. H. M. Elarbee, Harry M. 
McIntosh, Brooks Bateman, J. W. 
(Bill) Cochran, C. S. Moore, W. H. 
Vann, B. Elliott and R. P. Fletcher. 

County Commissioner Paul Rar- 
din, who was a: member of the 
board of directors in 1938, gave an 
interesting resume of the trials and 
tribulations experienced during the 
formative years when efforts were 
made to get the hospital into ope- 
ration. Mr) Rardin gave special rec- 
ognition to the founding fathers of 
the institution. He also gave a brief 
history of the area's first doctor, 
Dr. Doster S. Spooner who came to 
the Lake Region in 1918 and was 
followed by Dr. Charles E. Creel in 
1925. Dr. Spooner passed away 
several years ago. Dr. Creel is now 
living in Compton, Ala. 

Following the coming of Dr. 
Creel there were others. They were 
Dr. O. B: Hazen, Dr. Geo W. Elar- 
bee and Dr. H. M. Elarbee, Dr. W. 
C. Young, Dr. E. J. Graham, Dr. 
E. C. Johnson, Dr. W. T. Gist, Dr. 
S. A. Williams, Dr. F H. Poteete, 
Jr, Dr. Robert Lester Hatton and 
the most recent arrival, Dr. Rex 
Ramsey. Of this group both Dr. 
Elarbees are deceased, Dr. Hazen 
lives in Gainesville. Dr. Williams 
is in Miami. The others are practic- 
ing today in the Pahokee and Ca- 
nal Point area. 

The medical staff report was 
given by Dr. F. H. Poteete, Jr., 


chief of staff, and it showed that 
there has been a total of 206 major 
operations and 221 babies deliver- 
ed. The report said there have been 
1,259 admissions to the hospital 
with only 43 deaths. Dr. Poteete 
cited the wholehearted cooperation 
of the doctors and hospital officials 
in this area and pointed out that 
the area has excellent facilities. He 
cited the number of emergencies at 
1,053 and said 815 X-Rays had been 


made during the year. The report | 


summed up the, excellency with 
which the hospital has been ope- 
rated through the past year. 

Com. Rardin in introducing 
guésts called attention to the fact 
that the widow of Dr. Spooner was 
in attenda#:e at the meeing. She 
was given special recognition and 
received heart-warming applause 
when asked to stand for special 
recognition.

November 1932 Fol- 
lowing A Dry Spell. 


The above headline — “Driest 
September Since 1932" was run 
in the very same position in this 
newspaper on October 6, 1950. 
Septe zber, 1961, has set another 
new recard in, Everglades weath- 
er history. During September, 
1961, a total of 1.31 inches of 
rain has wet the mucklands on 
the eastern shore of Lake Okee- 
chobee for a new record. 


September, 1950, broke the 
1932 record of 2.4 inches and 
again we have -a new record 


which betters that one by 1.09 
inches. 

Weather records kept at the 
United States Sugar Crops Field 
Station in Canal Point reveal that 
this new record has been set and 
that theaverags rainfall in these 
parts fora 12 month period is 
usually 55.2 inches. B. A. Belcher, 
who is in charge of the station, 
made these records available this 
week. 

In September, 1932, a month's 
rainfall of 2.4 inches fell. How- 
ever, a couple of months later in 
November, 1982, there was a 
total of 21.92 inches of rain in a | 
24 hour period with the most of 
the rain coming down within a 
period of three hours. 

So, gentle reader, if you are 2 
farmer or merely growing a plot 
of flowers, don’t worry too much 
about the shortage of rainfall, į 
you may get it all in one night į 
in the not too distant fiiture.

Control District is sending a drag- 
line to the mouth of the Kissimmee 
River tomorrow to deepen a chan- 
nel between the River and Lake 
Okeechobee.. This was announced 
today by Riley S. Miles of Kissim- 
mee, Chairman of the FCD Govern- 
ing Board. 

Miles “said that digging will be- 
gin in the next few days. The job 
will improve the flow of water from 
the Kissimmee River” into Lake 
Okeechobee. At the Same time it 
will enable small boats to continue 
‘to travel between the River and 
Lake Okeechobee 


Due to lack of rainfall,- Miles 
said, shoaling © mouth of the 
River has closed all but one chan- 


nel on the southwest side. In this 
section water is now, less than 18 
inches deep. 

The FCD will now’ dig out this 
southwest channél for a length of 
600 to 700 feet. The job should be 
completed within two weeks. After 
completion there will be a naviga- 
ition depth of at least 11% to 2 
feet in the channel between- the 
River and the Lake. 

“It should be recognized,”. Miles 
Said ,“that deepening of the pres- 
ent channel will be of value to boats 
only for a limited time—probably 
a few months—if we do not get 
more rainfall and if the level of 
Lake .Okeechobee continues 
drop.” 

The channel digging has been 
authorized by the FCD partly in 
response to requests from property 
owners and boating interests in 
Glades, Okeechobee ahd Osceola 
Counties.

A ma'r construction program 
to widen, deepen and straighten 
the Kissimmee River for 58 miles, 
from Lake Okeechobee to Lake 
Kissimmee, will be started later 
this year by the Army Corps of 
Engineers. Cost of construction, in- 
cluding six water control struct- 
ures equipped with navigation 
locks, will exceed $23 million. The 
overall Kissimmee River project is 
designed to serve a drainage area 
of 758 square miles.
